Drawings 

1 . This application has been filed with informal drawings which are acceptable for 
examination purposes only. Formal drawings will be required when the application is 
allowed. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "21" and "20" have both been used to designate 
container. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the method for 
douching or colon utilizing must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or connected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

4. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description; 
the applicants description or the brief description of drawings 4-6 do not mach the 
numbers in the figures. A proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are 
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required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

6. The disclosure is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .71 . For example, the following 
items are not understood: the applicant has not adequately desaibed his invention for 
one in ordinarily skill in the art to understand how all of the different parts of the 
invention fit together to form cleaning device or how the cleaning device is used, the 
way the applicant has selected to write his specifications in a manner in which its 
confusing to follow, if the applicant wrote the detailed desaiption in a paragraph form 
rather than similar to the brief desalption of the drawings it would eliminate some of the 
confusion. Applicant is required to submit an amendment, which clarifies the disclosure 
so that the examiner may make a proper comparison of the invention with the prior art. 

Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure 
(i.e., matter which is not supported by the disclosure as originally filed). 

6. The claims are objected to because the lines are crowded too closely together, 
making reading and entry of amendments difficult. Substitute claims with lines one and 
one-half or double spaced on good quality paper are required. See 37 CFR 1 .52(b). 

7. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application.

Claim Objections 

1 0. The claims are objected to because the lines are crowded too closely together, 
making reading and entry of amendments difficult. Substitute claims with lines one and 
one-half or double spaced on good quality paper are required. See 37 CFR 1 .52(b). 

1 1 . Claims 8 and 1 6 are objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 8 
and 16 the applicant has used a period in the middle of the claim, that is inappropriate 
and there should not be a period in the middle of a claim. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, In such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of canying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude wflth one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter vt^iich the applicant regards as his invention. 

12. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. Its not clear what and where the removable vented fill 
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cap, the container, the control valve, the nozzle, a flexible length of hollow tubing, short 
rigid tube hollow, straight rigid nozzle hollow or Microban technology are and what role 
they plays in the cleaning device. 

13. Claim 14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 14 recites the limitation "the closed position" in line 6. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
fomri the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

14. Claims 1-8,10-12, 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US Patent No.4650470 to Epstein. 

Epstein teaches a hygienic cleansing device with a transparent container 16 a 
removable vented fill cap 114 at the upper most portion of said container; a retainer 168 
affixes at its upper end to the lower portion of the container, a volume sensitive valve 
figure 3 inserted with the retainer; a flexible length of hollow tube 1 8 secured at one end 
to the lower end of said retainer and its other end to a control valve 16A with a ball 
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check 62; a short rigid tube hollow 1 98 along its length for external cleaning with a 
miniature shower head like attachment on one end. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
1 5. Claims 9, 1 3 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over US Patent No.4650470 to Epstein as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view 
of US Patent No.47041 02 to Guthery. 

As mentioned above Epstein teaches the invention except for use of Micoban 
such as chlorhexidine on the cleaning device. Guthery teaches the use of chlorhexidine. 

Therefore it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to have added chlorhexidine to Epstein, because 
according to Guthery chlorhexidine in small amounts reduced incidence of infections 
by decreasing bacterial counts. (Col.4 lines 35-40)
